Canada Abstains 
On Censure Vote 


UNITED NATIONS (CP)—The United. Nations 
General Assembly today voted overwhelmingly in 
favor of a motion of censure against South Africa for 
a speech delivered earlier in the day by South Africa’s 
Foreign Minister Eric Louw.
